THE SYHIAN bl'ONGE FISHERIES. 


[From the Tall Mall Uazello.] 


The totnl value of the sponges fished ou 


tho const of jSyria is from .r.20,000 to XlT.,0(IO. 
Tho production is, however, falling oft" 
through excessive fishing, nnd tho conse- 
quent exhaustion of tho fishery grounds. 
About 250 to 300 boots are nt present em- 
ployed in this industry ou tho coast of Syria 
manned by about 1500 men. 
Tho centres 


of production aro Tripoli, Ituad, Lattakia 
and Batroim on the coast of Mount Leba- 
non. Tho best qualities nro fouud iu the 
neighborhood of Tripoli and Jiatrouu,- but 
tho boats visit all parts of the coast, from 
Mount Cnrmol in tho south to Alexaudrcssn 
in tho north. 
Tho majority of the boats 


used are ordinary fishiug boats, threo parts 
decked over, nnd carrying one nmst with an 
ordiuary lug sail. 
They nrc from eighteen 


foot to thirty feet in length, and are manned 
by a crow of four or five men, oue of whom 
is especially engaged for tho purpose for 
hauling, while the rest arc divers. 
Iu some 


cases the men own their own boats, but gen- 
erally they aro hired for tho season, which 
extends from Juuo lo tho middle of October. 
No wages aro paid, Iho remuneration con- 
sists^iu nn equal share of the produce of 
Iho fishing. Tho profits of a good diver 
reach as high as .C-IO a scasou-

.General Sherman continues to bo very 


positive in the expression of bis opinion re- 
garding the Indian policy. From hia 
con- 


versation today it is evident that ho does not 
regard the Indian troubles of us very serious 
charftctor, and he expresses tlio belief that 
they will soon die out. as such troubles Lave 
done hitherto. 


He says, however, that so long as'the 


Indian race remains upon the earth there 
will bo trouble between them and the 
whites, and that whether the Indian ia 
governed by the bayonet or by the Bible, 
there will never- be perfect ponce between 
the two races. Judging from hia standing, 
nothing but extermination will settle Uio 
question. He says the army is small and 
widely scattered, hut that in caso of any 
determined warlike action of tho different 
tribes of Indians tho army, depleted ns it 
ia, would bo ablo to protect the settlors and 
their property.
